Estill Leads Kentucky Counties With 
Allen and Knox Fol lowing— Short- 
age of Material Handicaps the Opar^ 
atora in Spaadins Up Wark. 

— Frankfort. 

A total of two liundred and sixteen 
drilling rig.s were in curumission In the 
Keiuacky petroleum fields at tli« Vie- 
giuning ot the month, this being the 
largest number hi the eighteen years' 
his'.ory of production in this state. 
The greater amount of work Is cred- 
ited lo Lsilll coiiiuy. witli Allnn ami 
Knox luuntieit full«)wing. Operators 
are unable to get all material daalred 
for new drilling operations, thla eaor 
dition cutting down new drilling to 
about half what It would otherwise be. 

Thf r<Hord of tie>v produitioii and 
welld completed was fairly well main- 
tained during July, Kentucky being 
credited with almost one halt the en- 
tire completed work In fields east of 
the Mipsisbippi. A total of 13fi new 
wells were drilled, of wbit-li 4:? wero 

dry. The new daily production devel- 
oped amooBted to 1,S60 barrels. Total 

completions were fewer than were 
shown during the preceding month, 
but iK'w iiroiiuction malntahiad abtmt 
the same average. 

Small SeMs are now betng opened 
in many sections ot the state aa a re- 
sult of the advance work started ear- 
lier in th<' yf':ir. Districts which were 
pa.'^-^ed over a.'? worthless one and two 
years ago are showing petroleum in 
paying quantities, the wide areas sep- 
arating many of these new pools. In- 
dicnting the vast possibilities in Ken 
tucky. Rocpnt df veloi)nieats havo 
shown an »>xtensive pool in Lee coun- 
ty, east of the old Estill county tield; 
in LinoolB connty, where the first Ten- 
tures were failured. and in Warren 
county, where a number of fair-sized 
pumpers iKive bp'-n (!rillf-d. Cluuu" 
strikes in many counties of both IZast- 
em and Western Kentucky are now 
being followed up, while ieaaing con- 
tlnnes brisk in ah directions. 

In late-completed work Powell coun- 
ty, bordering Estill on the north, leads 
in big wells, although in aggregate 
production the Estill county field main- 
tains a Mg lead, with aboat 80 drOltag 
rigs In continuous operation. On the 
Powell county side late returns Include 
a well at Pilot making 150 barrels, 
drilled by the CumbTland Petrolerim 
Company on the Pmltt a Miller leasp 
Three otliM* eooApletioiis. making 15. 
25 and 100 barrels. respeetlTely. are 
reported. A total of 18 new w,ells have 
be n drilled in the Estill Held, yield- 
ing iiiitii five to tifty barrels. The 
Oleum Refining Contpany la now build- 
ing a refinery at Pryse. In the Estill 
fields, to have a dally capacity of 1.00<^ 
barrel; of crude oil. Operations will 
be under way within two months. The 
new plant will be contiguous to the 
RaTtaraa and Miller Creek pools. Ten 
nessee operators are Interested In this 
venture.
